IN THE HOUSE, 

Mr. Belmont, of New York, member of the 
committee of foreign alfairs, presented his 
views on the Nicarazuan canal question, and 
they were ordered printed. Mr. Townsend, 
of Lllinois, olfered a resolution reciting that 
it is alleged that certain existing railway 
lines of transportation have entered into a 
combination for the purpose of preventing 
the construction of competing roads in the 
Indian territory and through the states, 
thereby establisuing monopolies of transpor- 
tation, and directing the com «aittee on com- 
merce to report a bill prohibiting and pua- 
ishing such combinations. Mr. Sirait, of Min- 
nesota, objected Lo its present consideration, 
and it was reterred to the Committee on com- 
merce. Under the call of states the follow- 
ng were introduced and referred:

St. Louis, December 11.—Charles L. Lamb. 
ason Dr. ©. L. amb, a wealthy and highly 
respected citizen of Hannibal, Missouri, while 
very drunk late on Friday night, went to the 
house of a man named Hull, living at Dreary 
Hollow, a mile or two from town, to u 
woman with whom, it is said, he was former- 
ly intimate, but who had recently married 
Hull. Lamb became abusive and was order- 
ed out of the house. he refused to go, and 
in the scuill? to put him him out he knocked 
the womaudown. Hull then struck him 
With a poker, knocking him out of the door, 
which was closed ea him. The drunken man 
then reeled around to the side of the house 
and discharged a pistol through the window. 
the bullet taking effect in Mrs. Hull's lef: 
side, killing her almost insta tly. Lamb tled 
on the Wabash train, but was captured at 
Chapin, Illinois, and brought back yesterday. 
He was taken to Palmyra last night after 
having been arraigned for murder in the first 
degree. Young Lamb isa grandson of Clai- 
borne F. Jackson, the noted rebel governor 
of Missouri, and is very highly connected.

A Supreme Ceurt Dicision Coneccrning Iron For Cetton 
Ties. 

WasuHIncton, December 11.—A _ decision 
was rencered inthe supreme court of the 
United States to-day in the case of A. §. 
Badger, (collector of the port of New Orleans) 
against ). L. Ranlett & Co., in which the 
controversy relates to the proper duty to be 
collected on imported cotton ties. The 
court holds that cotton ties, each consisting 
of an iron strip and an iron buckle, imported 
in bundle, each bundle consisting of thirty 
stripsand thirty buckles, each strip eleven 
feet long and the whole blackened, are sub- 
ject to a duty of thirty-five per cent advor- 
lem as manufacture of iron not otherwise 
provided for under schedule “E,’’ section 
2504 revisec statutes, and not tothe duty of 
1)¢ cents per pound under said schedule as 
‘Band hoop and car roil iron.” The question 
as to whetherthe articles were subject to 
some other rate of duty than one ot those two 
not having been raised on the trial in the 
court beluw, cannot be raised by the plaintiff 
in error in this court. The jadgement of the 
circuit court is affirmed.

Ifthe ways and means committee present 
anything, even aresolution, taat offers relief 
to the consuming classes, we hope every dein- 
ecrat in the house will vote for it; but can- 
dor compels us to say that we have no more 
faith in the ways and means committee than 
we had in the tariff commission. Both were 
made upon the plan of protecting ‘‘the ia- 
terests’’ and letting the mass of the people 
foot the bills. Thereport, therefore, that 
Mr. Kelley’s committee is engaged in formu- 
ating a tariff bilk based onthe bill of the 
tariff commission, brings no sense of relief 
whatever. It will be just so much more cun 
ning and imposture in official type. As 
a complete fraud it is not probable 
that the committee of ways and means 
can outdo the work of the commis- 
sion.
